Report of the Board of Health. 


SALEM, N. H., 1909. 


The board wishes to again eall attention to the following 
from the Public Health Laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire : 

Sect. 8. No person shall occupy, lease to any other 
person, or permit any other person to occupy a building or 
any part of a building within the compact part of a city 
or town as a dwelling-house, office, store, shop, or sleeping 
apartment unless such building shall be provided with 
suitable privies and vaults, properly ventilated and con- 
structed, and kept in proper sanitary condition, and in 
case of occupancy as a dwelling-house unless it shall be pro- 
vided with suitable drains or sewers for conveying the sink- 
water away from the premises into some public sewer, if 
there be one within one hundred feet thereof, and if not, 
for conveying it away under ground or in some other way 
that will not be offensive. 

Sect. 9. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply 
with the provisions of the preceding section shall be fined 
not exceeding ten dollars for each day of neglect or refusal, 
after notice as provided in section four of this chapter. 

Sect. 10. No house of easement or privy, and no pen or 
sty for swine, shall be erected or continued in such places 
or condition, as in the judgment of the health officers, to 
be a nuisance or injurious to the public health. 

Sect. 12. If a person shall place, leave or cause to be 
placed or left in or near a highway, street, alley, public 
place or wharf, or shall allow to be exposed unburied any 
animal or other substance liable to become putrid or offen- 
sive or injurious to the public health, he shall be fined not 
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exceeding twenty dollars, and the health officers shall re- 
move the same. 

During the past year, there have been only a few cases 
of contagious diseases, four of diphtheria reported, one of 
scarlet fever, one of typhoid fever. There has been one 
death from tuberculosis. 

We have had an unusually low death rate for the past 
year, only 24 deaths from all causes. Population of Salem 
in 1909, 2,041. Death rate per thousand, 11.65+.

To the Board of Trustees of the Salem Free Public Library: 

GENTLEMEN: The 16th annual report of the library, 
showing its work for the year ending February 15, 1909, is 
herewith presented : 

Whole number .of books reported February 15, 1908, 
2,220. The number of accessions since then has been 101, 
comprising 90 volumes obtained by purchase and 11 gifts, 
making a total in the library February 15, 1909, 2,321 vol- 
umes. During the year 8,170 volumes were issued. Num- 
ber issued to patrons at the Center, 5,136; number issued 
to patrons at Salem Depot, 2,407; number issued to patrons 
at North Salem, 627; largest number issued in one day, 209; 
smallest number issued in one day, 100; average per day, 
157+, making increase in the total circulation of 1,944 vol- 
umes over the previous year.

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SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF 
SALEM FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The trustees of Salem Free Public Library respectfully 
submit their annual report for year ending February 15, 
1909. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year just closed the trus- 
tees organized by the choice of Daniel A. Abbott as chair- 
man, Lorenzo F. Hyde treasurer and C. L. Silver as clerk. 

Regular meetings have been held on the first Saturday 
night of each month during the year. A good number of 
books have been added to the library during the year, 
largely books of fiction. 

There seems to be a call on the part of many patrons of 
the library for books of this class. While this may be well 
to a certain extent, we think it would be much better if 
books of history, biography, science and travels were read 
by patrons. The library contains many good books on these 
and other subjects, which do not seem to be appreciated by 
the public as they ought. 

A line of papers and magazines have been subscribed 
for by the trustees and may be found on the table in the 
library, for the use of patrons during the hours when the 
library is open and will be loaned to patrons on applica- 
tion to the librarian. 

The town histories have been placed in the library build- 
ing. These are for sale and may be purchased by applying 
to persons having the care and sale of same. 

The trustees recommend that an appropriation of one 
hundred and fifty ($150) dollars be made for the general 
expense of maintaining the library for the coming year. 

It is now eleven years since new catalogues have been 
printed and these have been nearly exhausted. For the 
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good of the library and all concerned it seems well to the 
trustees that new catalogues be printed. 

This means a new arrangement and re-numbering of 
books, which, when completed, will be more convenient for 
both librarian and its patrons. For this purpose we think 
the sum of one hundred ($100) dollars should be raised. 
We leave this matter with the voters of the town. 

Since we are fast becoming a progressive town and you 
have voted to have electric lights in the town hall, we think 
it well to raise a sufficient sum of money to wire the library 
building. 

A list of books added during the year and reports of 
treasurer and librarian will be found in connection with 
this report.

Public Schools. 


The school board respectfully submit their report for the 
fiscal year ending February 15, 1909. 

It is our belief, which seems to be supported by popular 
opinion, that the schools should be maintained for thirty- 
six weeks during the year. In order to do so, we have 
been obliged to keep the schools in session for four weeks 


after our appropriation was expended. 


We have expended the special appropriations for putting 
in new windows at No. 4, which has improved the build- 
ing very much, and also the appropriation for a well at 
No. 8. The work was done very satisfactorily. 

Repairs are necessary at No. 1 and No. 6 school buildings 
and we recommend that sufficient funds be appropriated for 
that purpose. Number nine needs re-shingling and other 
small repairs. 

After careful consideration we recommend that $3,900 
be raised above the amount required by law for the support 
of schools for the next fiscal year. 


To the Committee of the School District of the Town of 
Salem: . 


I have the honor to submit my second annual report. 


THE SCHOOL WORK. 


Looking at the work of this year as a whole, I believe sub- 
stantial gains have been made. As planned in my last re- 
port, a teachers’ meeting including all teachers from Salem, 
Hudson and Atkinson was held in the spring at which every 
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detail of the course of study was carefully considered and 
many changes made therein. Weak spots were found 
where revision was necessary in order that the best results 
might be obtained from every moment of the school year. 
The field of reading and arithmetic was most carefully coy- 
ered. 

No other subject approaches in importance that of reading, 
which is the basis of good work in all the others. By read- 
ing is meant ‘‘ability to obtain thought from the printed 
page.’’ Some pupils do this in a halting, stumbling fash- 
ion but get more of the meaning than those who are merely 
able to glibly pronounce words. I am convineed that, given 
a proper start, almost any child may become a good reader, 
and, given a poor start, except in rare cases, no child will 
ever become a good reader. The first two years in the 
primary school usually settle the question of capable read- 
ing later in life. After a stock of words has been learned 
reading sentences as wholes should be insisted upon all the 
time. Most of the teachers are doing this work well. 

It was decided at our meeting to drop all so-called ‘‘read- 
ers’’ after the third year, when books, each a complete 
piece, should be given. <A certain amount of time (three 
years in our course of study) is necessary to master the 
mechanics of reading, that is, ‘‘to learn how to read.’’ 
Then, if proper material is not given, the pupil approaches 
the reading lesson as a disagreeable task and misses en- . 
tirely the objects of his efforts. The cause of this has been 
justly laid at the door of otr fourth and fifth readers. 
They are chopped up collections of pieces which ought to 
be given entire. Of course, no one book could do this with- 
out becoming too bulky for use. Hence, we are furnish- 
ing the children, after the third year, nothing but the best 
supplementary reading books of myths, ancient history, 
geography, nature stories, early pioneer and colonial life, 
English and United States history, and many works of our 
best literature. It costs more to do this, but it pays. 
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From my observation and the experience of the teachers, 
I believe the work in arithmetic should be narrowed to the 
essential topics. The state program of studies has this to 
say on this subject: ‘‘School boards are especially ecau- 
tioned that good results in arithmetic are not proportioned 
to prolonged study of the subject, but rather to skillful 
teaching. The first six years of school life are ordinarily 
sufficient for all arithmetic needed, except for special ser- 
vice like banking eight years are allowed.’’ Nine years 
have been allowed in our schools until last year, when the 
time was cut down to eight and a half. The work can be 
done, and well done, too, in eight years if the non-essential 
parts are eliminated from the field. By non-essential parts 
I mean such topics as compound proportion, cube root, com- 
plex fractions, foreign exchange, etc. Better results will be 
obtained by turning all our energies upon the four funda- 
mental processes, common and decimal fractions, percent- 
age, single entry book-keeping, and mensuration, devoting 
eight years to this work and giving a whole year to algebra. 
This amount of algebra is now required for entrance to the 
Methuen and Nashua high schools. 

Several new language books have been introduced dur- 
ing the year, which have yielded good results, especially 
with the younger and less experienced teachers. Technical 
grammar should be taught in the seventh and eighth grades 
and a whole year left for the study of Latin. Grammar is 
necessarily a dry subject and, by the end of the eighth year, 
I think the children have gleaned all they can from the Eng- 
lish text book. They have picked over the dry bones once 
or twice by this time and further efforts along this line 
have proven disagreeable and unprofitable work. Let them 
approach this subject from the higher ground of Latin and 
many difficult principles may become clear, appearing in a 
new light. Interest is awakened in the work and, by the 
end of the year, they have learned not only technical Eng- 
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lish grammar but a good deal of the history and mechan- 
ism of the English language as well. 

In spelling, text-books have been dropped in the lower 
grades and are used in the upper grades only when the 
work in other studies ceases to furnish words enough. The 
method of teaching spelling is carefully followed as out- 
lined in the state program of studies. 

In penmanship, the Morse copy books have given us en- 
couraging progress. These books possess striking advan- 
tages over any others in their method of teaching the mus- 
cular movement. Teachers and pupils are urged to aban- 
don their slow, careful, exact, copper-plate style and to per-_ 
sist in their effort to secure an easy, flowing, graceful style 
of writing, which can be obtained only by constant prac- 
tice in the muscular movement. 

Text-book work in geography is now begun in the fourth 
year instead of in the fifth and the course ends with the 
eighth year. ; 

Intensive study of United States history is taken during 
the eighth and ninth years and the course is followed as 
outlined in the state program of studies for the seventh 
and eighth years. 

I have written somewhat in detail upon the essential stud- 
ies of our school work because I believe it is of vital im- 
portance to every child in our town that the foundation of 
his education be wisely laid and I believe, also, parents are 
interested to know something of the methods used in edu- 
eating their children. 


EYESIGHT TEST. 


- 


The vision of all pupils has been most carefully tested 
by the Snellen letter-cards. The object of this test was to 
discover unsuspected cases of defective eyesight and to ¢o- 
operate with parents in the care of their children. It is 
only one step in an effort to improve the physical condi- 
tion of many children whose mental and moral develop- — 
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ment is, no doubt, seriously impeded by defects of vision, 
hearing, teeth, breathing, ete. ‘‘A healthy mind in a 
healthy body’’ is an old saying containing much truth, a 
small part of which we have, as yet, applied in a practical 
way. 

The question of requiring children to be six years of age 
before becoming eligible to enter school has been favorably 
discussed at different committee meetings. This would be 
a step in the right direction and would not only benefit the 
children physically and mentally but also enable teachers 
to more closely approximate the work laid down in the 
course of study. 

An excellent system of recording the books on hand in 
each schoolroom, the number furnished each teacher during 
the year, the number returned by each teacher, and the 
number on hand at the close of each year has been installed. 
This will result in the saving of many dollars to the district 
and will supply, by interchanges, a larger stock of books to 
each school. 


TEACHERS AND TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


Ten dollars a week is our maximum salary which, in a 
year of thirty-six weeks, yields an income of $360. The 
price of board in town has been raised from $3.50 to $4. 
This leaves to a teacher receiving our maximum salary 
after paying for board only $216, out of which she must live 
for sixteen weeks without pay, dress, pay railroad fares, 
attend institutes, contribute to numerous charities, ete. At 
the close of each year we lose our best teachers. If they 
are worth $400 a year elsewhere, are they not worth as 
much, or even more, to us, whose work they understand? 
It has cost them money and years of study to prepare for 
their work. Their loss to the schools is greater than $40 
saved in salary. So long as this policy of allowing our best 
teachers to leave us yearly is continued, so long must our 
standard of education be below that of other towns to which 
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they go. The loss of teachers for the year was as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Emma H. Douglas, Miss Aaria Taylor and 
Miss Katherine Grey Smith, all from school number six; 
Miss Florence Bertha Atkins, number four; Miss Anna May 
Stockwell, number five; and Miss Cora J. Duston, number 
ten. The new number eight two-room building was form- 
ally dedicated in the spring and work began there with the 
services of an additional teacher, Miss Mabel Miller. In 
place of those teachers who resigned to go elsewhere there 
were elected the following: At No. 6, Miss Mayola F. 
Furber, Miss Florence E. Marsh and Miss Sarah L. Clough; 
at No. 4, Miss Margaret R. Tracy; at No. 5, Miss May HE. 
Smith; at No. 10, Miss Leron L. Payson. All of the teach- 
ers have worked hard to make the year a successful one and 
have contributed generously of their strength and talent to 
make our schools better—and they have succeeded. 

Mr. Hartwell has given us another year of his very ex- 
cellent work in music. His report, with tables and statis- 
tics for the year ending August 1, 1908, follows.
